Movement of freight by truck 
from terminals and freight depots 
in St. Louis and East St. Louis 
was halted today by a strike of 
2700 AFL truck drivers in a wage 
dispute with two associations of 
drayage firms. . 


The strike became effective last | 


midnight after members of Team- 
sters Locals 600 and 729 rejected 
a proposed increase of 15 cents 
an hour offered by the St. Louis 
Team & Truck Owners Associa- 
tion. A second employers’ associ- 
ation, the Motor Carriers’ Coun- 
cil, was reported to have offered 
no increase in its negotiations 
with the union. More than 360 
drayage companies and business 
houses are directly involved. 
Picket lines were established, 
and 1200 platform workers, mem- 
bers.of Teamsters Local 632, re- 
fused to cross the lines. Repre- 
sentatives of Local 632 also are 
negotiating a new wage contract 
with the Motor Carriers’ Council, 
and the membership has author- 
ized a strike if such action is 
deemed necessary. 
Rail Embargo Possibility. 
Railroads may be forced to an- 
mnounce an embargo on shipments 
to and through St. Louis when 
freight piles up in depots. No em- 
bargo was expected immediately, 
however. The Columbia Terminals. 
_Co., which transfers consignments 
‘by truck from one railroad to an- 
other, is tied up by the strike. In- 
dustrial and business firms, par- 
ticularly wholesalers and distribu- 
tors, who contract for truck serv- 
ice or whose own drivers come 
under the general: freight agree- 
‘ment with the union, also are 
directly affected. 


The strike does not interfere 
with deliveries of milk, meat, 
bread, newspapers, coal, produce, 
(beer, gasoline or deliveries by 
department stores, retail grocers 
‘and the Railway Express Co. 
‘Drivers employed in these, opera- 
tions are covered by separate 
contracts, 

William L. Ryan, president of 
Local 600, announced that move- 
ment of perishables, and of sup- 
plies to hospitals and institutions 
and for defense production, would 
be authorized by the union under 
special permits. He emphasized 
that this is not a blanket order, 
‘and that each movement would 
‘require a permit. 

While local deliveries of over- 
the-road trucking companies, rep- 
resented by the Motor Carfpiers’ 
Council, are directly affected by 
the walkout, interstate hauling by 
truck lines continues, Handling of 
shipments consigned to St. Louis 
firms, however, was interrupted 
by the strike and the refusal of 
platform men to cross picket 
lines. 

Negotiations » Unsuccessful. 

Efforts to reach a settlement 
today were unsuccessful at meet- 
ings at Hotel Melbourne and the 
Claridge Hotel. A negotiation ses- 
sion between the Team & Truck- 
ers Owners Association and the 
union, at the Claridge, recessed 
after several hours until 1 p.m. 
tomorrow. 

The Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service has assigned 
Conciliator R. L. Burton to meet 
with the wage committees tomor- 
row. 


Representatives of the two as- 
sociations and -the Teamsters 
union have been meeting for 
eight weeks, with earlier discus- 
‘sions being devoted largely to 
working conditions and fringe is- 
sues.

WASHINGTON, July 1—Presi- 
dent Truman, who signed the new 
economic controls law reluctantly 
yesterday said today it weakens 
our ability to hold down prices 
and stabilize our economy. 

The measure was rammed 
through Congress late Saturday 
and had Truman not signed it 
yesterday all provisions of the 
defense production act would 
have expired last midnight. 

Congress acted at the eleventh 
hour and then gave Truman a di- 
luted economic controls law, just 
as it did in 1946, when the OPA 
law expired. 

Somé experienced observers of 
national politics regard these ex- 
periences as an indication of lack 
of effective leadership by the 
Democratic majority in Congress. 
The situation is complicated, of 
course, by the Republican-south- 
ern Democratic coalition which 
has really held the reins in Con- 
gress through most of the Tru- 
man administration. 

Puts Blame on Congress. 

Although Truman’s statement 
today pointed the finger of blame 
squarely at Congress, he did have 
a few kind words for Senator 
Burnet R. Maybank (Dem.), South 
Carolina, chairman of the Senate 
Banking Committee, and Repre- 
sentative Brent Spence (Dem.), 
Kentucky, chairman of the House 
Banking Committee. Maybank 
and Spence headed the confer- 
ence committee which came up 
with the final version of the law, 
after the House had stripped it 
of power. 

“At a time when our defense 
production is still expanding and 
necessarily contributing to infla- 
tionary pressures,” Truman said 
in his statement, “Congress has 
weakened price controls, has lim- 
ited the effectiveness of wage con- 
trols, has invited widespread 
abandonment of rent control, and 
has virtually canceled selective 
credit controls.” 

He said he had asked Congress 
to strengthen the stabilization ma- 
chinery and remove some of: the 
“built in” inflationary features, 
such as the Capehart Amend- 
ment guaranteeing ’profit mar- 
gins to manufacturers, but instead 
Congress “moved in the other 
direction.” 

Hopes to Avoid Damage. 

The law as it stands gives the 
people only very limited protec- 
tion against the dangers of infla- 
tion, Truman said. But he held 
out the hope that if sufficient 
funds were provided for its ad- 
ministration and if there is no 
sudden worsening of the interna- 
tional crisis, the ,country could 
get through the next 10 months 
without serious damage to the 
economy. The law is to expire 
after 10 months, instead of afte 
the two years Truman had re- 
quested. ~ ® 

“But this act,” Truman empha- 
sized, “forces us to take a very 
serious gamble with inflation and 
all of us should recognize that 
fact.” . Bi 

Referring to the provision in 
the new law which deprives the. 
Wage Stabilization Board of pow- 
er to recommend terms for settle- 
ment in wage dispute cases—as 
it did in the steel case—-Truman 
said: . 

“This means that the Wage 
Stabilization Board method of 
settling disputes is for all prac- 
tical purposes abolished even 
though it has been effective in 
every case but one. 

“If the Congress has a better 
way of dealing with labor dis- 
putes in defense plants it should 
write its yiews into law. But this 
new act destroys the existing 
system without providing any 
substitute. .Thus, Congress has 
opened a dangerous gap in the 
mobilization program.” 

No Reference to Taft Act. 

The new act contains a recom- 
mendation that Truman employ 
the Taft-Hartley law with its 80- 
day injunction process, but Tru- 
man’s statement made no ref- 
erence to this. 

“One of the bad things the law 
does,” Truman said, “is to exempt 
all fruits and vegetables, fresh, 
canned and frozen, from price 
control. This means that the 
housewife will be exposed to 
higher prices on fully 20 per cent 
of her market basket. It is very 
likely that in many areas the price 
of milk will go up as a result of 
another amendment.

The Senate last night approved a 
$46,403,000,000 budget to run the 
armed forces for the fiscal year 
starting today, nearly five billion 
dollars less than President Tru- 
man requested. 

The measure, the largest money 
bill before Congress this year, 
carries a provision which Senator 
O’Mahoney (Dem.) Wyofning, said 
assured the Air Force it could 
finance a build-up to 143 wings 
by mid-1955. The present Air 
Force is a little over 90 wings. 

The final total for the military 
services will have to be worked 
out in conference with the House 
which voted $46,207,000,000. The 
Administration had requested 
$51,390,000,000. 

One Money Bill Left. 

In approving the armed forces 
budget on a 66-to-0 roll call vote, 
the Senate completed its version 
of all money legislation except a 
ten billion dollar supplementary 
fund now before the Appropria- 
tions Committee. A vote on this 
is expected Thursday. 

However, both the Senate and 
House will have to reconsider 
eight appropriations bills—in ad- 
dition to the military budget— 
which are in conference commit- 
tees.

Military Fund Details. 

A major difference between the 

Senate and House versions of the 
armed services budget is in the 
manner _of laying out Air Force 
funds. 
The Senate voted $21,122,361,- 
700 and the House $20,752,412.- 
912, compared with $22,570,289,- 
770 the President asked for. The 
House voted its funds all in cash, 
but the Senate stipulated that 
$13,122,361,700 would be in cash 
and $8,000,000 in contract au- 
thority, 

This authority permits con- 
tracts to be made with the assur- 
ance that Congress will vote to 
pay the bills later. 

The Senate approved the con- 
tract authority proposed by 
O’Mahoney by a 79-to-0 vote, but 
it was not explained how this, 
rather than cash, would help 
speed the Air Force buildup.

Debate on Censure Motion. 


The Prime Minister was the 
first government speaker in a 
debate on the Yalu bombings due 
to close tonight in a House vote 
on a motion of ccnsure by the 
opposition Labor party.

Churchill expressed fear the 
American people might draw the 
wrong conclusion from the Com- 
mons debate over the bombings. 
He added: 

“There might come a time, es- 
pecially during a presidential elec- 
tion, when a sharp reaction of 
emotion, even of anger, might 
sweep large sections of the Ameri- 
can people, and any candidate 
who paid attention to it might 
gain very considerable advantage. 

“I can only hope the American 
people will not suppose that the 
House of Commons is unfriendly 
to them and that we are simply 
naggers.” 

Churchill praised United States 
Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son’s “generous statement” and 
his “courage” in admitting “er- 
ror” that Britain was not advised 
of the Yalu bombings in advance. 


| ‘Monumental Patience’ by U. S. 


Churchill said in a reference 
to the truce talks “we have been 
conscious of no desire on the part 
of the Chinese Communists and 
those who guide and direct them 
to come to any friendly conclu- 
sions.” He added: 

“I am asking that due consid- 
eration should be given by the 
‘sympathizers with the Chinese 
Communists and by the British 
nation as a whole to the monu- 
mental patience which has been 
displayed by the American Gov- 
ernment and people in discharg- 
ing their duty to the U.N.

The back- 
ground document, based on ma- 
terial gathered by Alexander and 
Lloyd on their Far Eastern trip, 
made no recommendations about 
future U.N. action in Korea, nor 
did it draw any conclusions on 
what had happened. 

It did, however, analyze the 
effect of certain U.N. decisions 
and: give the British Govern- 
ment’s view of them. 

The paper criticized the de- 
cision last March not to screen 
prisoners in compounds con- 
trolled by the Reds.-It said the 
decision, although made in good 
faith, is likely to cause greater 
difficulties than any danger it 
avoided. 

The white paper also said the

Byrnes, a former Secretary of 
State and Supreme Court Justice, 
indicated that Gov. Adiai Steven- 
s0n of Illinois, a possible “draft” 
candidate, would not be accept- 
able because of his position on 
civil rights. 

“Sugar Coating.” 

Stevenson said yesterday that 
he favored letting the individual 
States enact their own employ- 
ment practices act, but that he fa- 
vored compulsory legislation if 
they failed to do anything. Byrnes 
called such a proposal “sugar 
coating.” 

Byrnes, a leading supporter of 
Senator Richard Russell of Geor- 
gia for the Democratic nomina- 
tion, declared the Democrats’ 
1948 civil rights plan is “entirely 
unacceptable to me.” This in- 
dorsed President Truman’s advo- 
eacy of a federal FEPC, anti- 
lynching and anti-poll tax legis- 
lation. 

Byrnes said he would be sur- 
prised and disappointed if Rus- 
sell doesn’t have 300 votes‘ on 
the first ballot at the national 
convention. The Democratic nom- 
ination requires 616 votes. 

Gov. Howard Pyle, Arizona Re- 
publican, told reporters that his 
state’s delegation is split 10 for 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
two for Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower and two neutral. He said | 
he thinks it will be seven to sev- 
en as between Eisenhower and 
Taft on the second ballot. 

MacArthur as Compromise. 

Pyle said he had found “quite 
a growing undercurrent” among 
Republican governors here for 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur as a 
compromise candidate if there is 
a Taft-Eisenhower deadlock. 

Byrnes’s statement placed him 
in direct opposition to the no- 
compromise view expressed yes- 
terday by Democratic Gov. G. 
Mennen Williams of Michigan on 
the controversial issue. Both are 
here for the national governors’ 
conference. 

Byrnes said presidential electors 
in South Carolina, Georgia, Texas, 
Mississippi and Louisiana will not 
be named until after the two na- 
tional conventions nominate their 
presidential candidates. The Presi- 
dent is elected by votes of the 
electoral college. 

Asked if the Republicans might 
earry South Carolina, Byrnes said 
the Democratic electors of - his 
state “can vote for whom they 
please.” 

He said the electors wilf “retain 
their independence until they see 
who is the candidate of the Re- 
publican party and what he stands 
for.” 

Byrnes asserted that he is not 
in favor of supportine any candi- 
date who steers away from states’ 
rights. 

Would he support Stevenson as 
a second choice? 

Byrnes replied that the Illinois 
governor says he isn’t a candidate. 
Stevenson issued a statement yes- 
‘terday which was widely inter- 
preted as opening the door for a 
draft movement, but Byrnes ob- 
served, “They don’t draft people 
for the presidency.” 

Williams said Michigan would 
stand strongly on the 1948 plat- 
form on civil rights. The con- 
troversial plank indorsed Presi- 
dent Truman’s program of Fed- 
eral legislation aimed at job dis- 
crimination, lynching and _ the 
poll tax. 

Williams told a press confer-

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Text of Truman’s Statement 


On ‘Weakened’ Controls Law 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (UP). 
Tezt of President Truman's statement on the new controls act: 
Y ESTERDAY I signed S, 2594, the Defense Production Act amend- 


ments of 1952, passed by the Congress late Saturday. If I had 

not approved this measure,, our powers to continue the defense 
production program and the stabilization program would have ex- 
pired at midnight last night. 

This’ new law makes few 
changes in the production and 
allocation provisions of t De- 
fense Production Act. As a fe- 
sult, we shall be able to continue 
our programs for expanding 
America’s defensive strength, for 
extending military support to the 
free world, and for co-operating 
with our allies in the orderly 
distribution of scarce materials 
through the International Mate- 
rials Conference. Moreover, our 
farm production programs have 
been strengthened, as I have re- 
peatedly urged, by repealing the 
sliding scale in our agricultural 
laws during this emergency 
period. In addition, the Congress 
has made some slight improve- 
ment -in the _ so-called cheese 
amendment, which limits our for- 
eign trade and has been so harm- 
ful to our relations with friendly 
nations. “ 

Unfortunately, however, the 
new law weakens our ability to 
hold down prices and stabilize 
our economy. At a time when 
our defense production is still 
expanding and necessarily con- 
tributing to inflationary pres- 
sures, the Congress has weak- 
ened price controls, has limited 
the effectiveness of wage con- 
trols, has invited widespread 
abandonment of rent control, 
and has virtually canceled se- 
lective credit controls.

TAFT MAN HEADS 
PLATFORM GROUP 
ON FOREIGN POLICY 


Chairman Millikin of Res- 
dlutions Committee As- 
signs Himself to Key 
Position. 


CHICAGO, July 1 (AP)—Sen- 
ator Eugene D. Millikin of Colo- 
rado—a pro-Taft delegate—today 
took over the key spot in the 
drafting of the Republican party’s 
foreign poli¢y, platform plank. 

This plank shaped up as prob- 
ably the most. troublesome of «ill 
for the 104-member resolutions 
committee of the G.O.P. national 
convention. 

The two top contenders for the 
Presidential ination—Senator 
Robert A. . of Ohio and Gen. 
Dwight D. hower—have ex- 
pressed differences over how best 
to handle the conduct‘ of this 
country’s dealings in foreign af- 
fairs. 

At an organization meeting that 
gave no outward sign of the 
behind-the-scene scrap over the 
nomination, Millikin was chosen 
permanent chairman of the full 
platform-drafting cammittee with- 
out a dissenting vote. He previ- 
ously had been designated tempo- 
rary chairman. 

Position of Influence. 

Millikin then appointed himself 
chairman of the subcommittee on 
foreign policy—a spot where he 
would be in a position to influ- 
ence and shape the plank on that 
issue. 

Millikin’s subcommittee and 10 
others began hearings this aft- 
ernoon on the various topics to 
be included in the full plat- 
form when it is submitted to the 
national convention next week. 

Spokesmen from business, or- 
ganized labor, and other groups 
were invited to submit platform 
recommendations. The hearings 
are scheduled to end tomorrow 
evening. The subcommittees then 
will go into closed sessions to 
draft the proposed planks for 
submission by Saturday’ to a 
drafting subcommittee.

Acheson Tells Austria U.S. Will 
Do Best to Give It Independence 


Secretary Cheered Eivary whens He Goes in 


Vienna — Leaves for Visit 
in Brazil. 


VIENNA, July 1 (AP)—United 
States Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson left Austria by air today 
for Brazil, expressing “firm con- 
viction” that this occupied nation 
is determined to defend its inde- 
pendence. 

He is expected to arrive in Rio 
de Janeiro tomorrow for a four- 
day state visit before returning 
to Washington. 

Acheson took off in President 
Truman’s personal plane, The In- 
dependence, “from the United 
States Air Force base at Tullen, 
20, miles within the Russian occu- 
pation zone from Vienna, 

The plane was scheduled for 
only one. brief stop on the way 
—at Port Lyautey, French Mo- 
rocco. 

Comment on His Visit. 

Summing up his impressions of 
his two-day visit to this divided 
capital—still occupied by Amer- 
ican, British, French’ and Russian 
troops seven years after World 
War IIl—Acheson said: 

“IT received one of the warmest 
welcomes of the Austrian Govern- 
ment and people. I am full of 
gratitude for their kindness. 

“T am leaving with the firm 
conviction that they are deter- 
mined to defend their independ- 
ence. I also am lJeaving with 
the belief that the promise of in- 
dependence which was made in 
1945 will be fulfilled.” 


' Acheson also paid tribute to 
Brazil, which he said he was look- 
ing forward to. visiting, as “one 
of the greatest and most valued 
friends and allies of the United 
States.” 

During his stay here, Acheson 
gave Austrians a pledge from 
President Truman that the United 
States would do everything in its 
power to see that their country 
won complete freedom. 

Cheered by Viennese. 

The visit was a personal tri- 
umph for Acheson, who came here 
from Berlin. Everywhere he went 
throughout Vienna, he was cheered 
by thousands of Communist-hating| ¢ 
Viennese. Austria’s small Com- 


|munist party failed to stage a 


single “go home” demonstration. 


Last night Acheson met leading 
Soviet officials at a reception 
given by United States Ambassa- 
dor Walter J. Donnelly. 

The Russian group was headed 
by Soviet High Commissioner Lt. 
Gen, V. P. Sviridov, who asked 
Acheson, “Do you bring’ us 
peace?” 

Acheson smiled and replied that 
“it would take both of us to do 
that.” 

Yesterday, on a sight-seeing 
tour, Acheson went up Vienna’s 
Kahlenberg mountain and. took a 
look into Czechoslovakia, 35 miles 
away behind the Iron Curtain.

GAMADA TO LET US 
TY STOCK SWIDLER 


Extradition Agreed to for 
Brokers Who Bilked Ameri- 
can Investors. 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (AP)— 
The United States and Canada 
have agreed to change their ex- 
tradition rules to deal with a 
group of Toronto brokers said to 
have sold phony stock to thou-|# 
sands of American investors. 

The State Department said yes- 
terday a supplementary extradi- 


tion convention will go into effect 
within a few days which will al- 
low the United States to extra- 
dite Canadians found guilty of 
mail fraud. The present extra- 
dition convention of 1900 does 
not cover this. 

For the last 15 years Canadian 
fringe brokers have milked Amer- 
icans of millions of dollars an- 
nually through sale of fake gold, 
oil and more recently uranium 
stock, a government spokesman 
said. 

Richard B. McEntire, a member 
of the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, announced the joint 
action by the SEC and the State 
Department at a news conference. 

He said Canadian brokers have 
robbed Americans.of something 
between $10,000,000 and $50,000,- 
000 through illegal operations. 

The Canadians operated mainly 
out of Toronto, he said, flooding 
American investors with tele- 
phone calls and literature that 
promised a fantastic profit. 

The Canadian government de- 
cided to change the extradition 
regulations now, McEntire said, 
because the phony stockbrokers 
“cast a considerable cloud over 
Canadian securities” generally 
and made American investors 
wary of most Canadian stock.

+ NEW COOKING TACK 


French fried rice is one of the 
newest cookery discoveries. Fried 
in a fine wire mesh strainer in a 
deep fat fryer, this economical 
food may be used as a base for 
creamed foods. It may be topped 
with gravy, meat sauces or served 
with chop suey or chow mein. It 
may also serve as a party snack 
since it can be prepared in quan- 
tity, stays crisp for days when 
stored in a covered container and 
is just right for nibbling. 
French Fried Rice. 

Heat frying fat or shortening 
When tempera- 
ture registers 375 degrees place 
two tablespoons cooked - rice 
(more if a large container is used) 
in a fine mesh basket, strainer or 
sieve. Fry until a light golden 
brown about two and one-half 
minutes. Remove from deep fat 
and drain on absorbent paper. 

The rice must be fried in a fine 
mesh basket. An _ inexpensive 
kitchen strainer or sieve is ideal. 
The handle may be bent to allow 
the strainer to be lowered easily 


To prepare rice put one cup of 
uncooked rice, two cups of cold 
water and one teaspoon of salt 
into a two-quart saucepan and 
bring to a vigorous boil. 
the heat as low as possible. Cover 
saucepan with lid and leave over 
this low heat for 14 minutes. Do 
not remove lid nor stir rice while 
it is cooking. Turn off the heat, 
remove lid, and allow steam to 
escape as the rice cools.

Says People in 5 Elections 
Have Supported Poli- 
cies ‘in No Uncertain 
Terms.’ 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., July 
1 (AP)—Senator Estes Kefauver 


of Tennessee, Democratic presi- 
dential aspirant, favors using “as 
sensibly and honestly as we know 
how the economic policies of the 
New Deal and the Fair Deal.” 

He seemed to go out of his way 
last night to employ the name of 
President Truman in. tones of 
praise in a speech for the Insti- 
tute of Public Affairs of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. He called the 
speech “problems of the Presi- 
dency.” 

The most important one, he 
said, is “developing and putting 
into effect a consistent and con- 
structive program of action for 
the American people.” 

Kefauver laid down a seven- 
point program to this end, and in 
developing it moved squarely be- 
hind the late President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s New Deal and 
Harry S. Truman’s Fair Deal 
economic objectives. 

He said “in five successive 
presidential campaigns, the Demo- 
cratic party has presented pro- 
grams which have been forward- 
looking and geared to the future. 
In each of these five elections, 
the people have made known 
their will in no uncertain terms.” 

Kefauver said his social objec- 
tives include “‘securing fair oppor- 
tunities for all persons, regard- 
less of race, color or creed, and 
protecting the civil rights and 
civil liberties of all citizens .. .” 
- He said he thought “substantial 
economies in Government spend- 
ing can be effected by reducing 
the cost of military expenditures.” 
If military pressures do not in- 
crease, he said, he thinks the 
budget can be balanced without 
increasing taxes. 

Kefauver said “I would con- 
tinue President Truman’s policy 
of trying to get (tax) loopholes 
plugged, using all the influence I 
could muster.” 

Kefauver devoted a major part 
of his speech to the need for anti- 
depression measures, gave lengthy 
praise to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority’s river control, conser- 
vation and electrification program 
in his home state, and came out 
strongly in favor of Administra- 
tion policies to bolster farm in- 
come. 

The seven points of Kefauver'’s 
domestic ecOnomic policy were: 

“A sound fiscal policy, prevent- 
ing inflation, preventing depres- 
sions, conserving and improving 
natural resources, creating more 
freedom and opportunity for pri-. 


‘vate enterprise, a balanced and 
‘progressive agricultural 


policy, 
and improving the social and liv- 
ing conditions of our people.”

STEEL PAY TALKS 


IN FINAL STAGE Al's 


GRANITE GITY FIRM 


Company. Signs 2-Year 
Contract With Chemi- 
cal Union on Eve of 
Threatened Strike, 


Negotiations between the CIO 
United Steel Workers and Granite 
City Steel Co. entered their final 


stage today with agreement re- 
ported reached on all major 
issues. Only points still to be 
settled are differing interpreta- 
tions of some working practices. 

The company signed a new two- 
year contract late yesterday with 
the AFL Chemical Workers. Union 
on the eve of a threatened strike 
of 750 chemical union members 
employed in the blast furnace di- 
vision of its pig iron factory. 

The contract, replacing one 

which expired Jan. 1, provides 
for an over-all 16-cent-an-hour 
wage increase plus a 2-cent-an- 
hour allowance representing elim- 
ination of a geographical wage 
differential between Granite City 
and northern plants. It is retro- 
active to March 16 and contains 
provisions for three-week vaca- 
tions after 15 years service, and 
other fringe benefits. Signing of 
the agreement permitted full re-‘ 
sumption today of operations of 
the pig iron blast furnace which 
had been curtailed. 
. Basic wage increase accorded 
the chemical workers was the 
same as that offered 3500 steel 
workers. previously rejected by 
the CIO union. The Post-Dispatch 
learned that the company now 
has agreed to eliminate the 2 
cents geographical differential 
for*the steel workers. This con- 
cession was not included in its 
former proposal. 

Union and company representa- 
tives, seeking to renegotiate a 
two-year contract with the steel 
workers, which expired last Jan. 
1, were in session all day yester- 
day. The union'shop dispute, a 
major stubling block in the un- 
ion’s bargaining conferences with 
the big steel companies, is not in- 
volved because the Granite City 
company has a union shop.

SCIENTISTS FIND 
NO PROOF OF REDS’ 
GERM WAR CHARGES 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., July 
1 (AP)—The Canadian delegation 
to the United Nations circulated 
yesterday a statement by three 
Canadian scientists saying that no 
scientific proof has been given 
so far to support Communist 
charges that the United States 
and the U.N. used bacterial war- 
fare in Korea and China. 

The analysis of charges by So- 
viet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Jacob A. Malik and Dr. James 
Endicott, a former minister who 
is chairman of the so-called Cana- 
dian Peace Congress, was pre- 
pared by W. H. Brittain, McGill 
University; A. W. Baker, Ontario 
Agricultural College, and C. E. 
Atwood, University of Toronto. 

The scientists said more than 
50,000 distinct kinds of insects 
occur in Korea and North China. 
They quoted Dr. Endicott as say- 
ing he, himself, had caught some 
germ-laden insects. 

The scientists said none of the 
evidence submitted by the Com- 
munists could be accepted as 
scientific proof “since in no cases, 
apparently, were tests made of 
insects or materials known to be 
of local origin in order to deter- 
mine if they carried disease 
germs.”

The atom bomb provided the 
challenge which built the vastest, 
and possibly the most .successful, 
network of spies that the world 
has ever known. This network 
is operated from Moscow. 

The bomb was only a formula 
on paper when this network had 
its beginnings. ' 

Long before World War II, sci- 
entists had worked to perfect new 
weapons, each more terrible than 
its predecessor, but the Soviet 
Union lagged far behind. There- 
fore what it could not develop, it 
_ decided to-steal, 


Building For 25 Years. 


The Russians began a quarter 
century ago building a spy organ- 
ization which was to reach into 
all advanced countries and snatch 
the secrets that blocked the So- 
viet path to world domination. 

Spy revelations in Canada, in 
England, in Sweden and in the 


United States, all linked together | 


fn a single pattern which is still 
developing, are part of a story 
which had its beginnings some- 
where around the year 1924, 
about five years after the Bolshe- 
vik revolution in Russia. 


Lenin, founder of the Russian 
revolution, was dead. A new 
dictator, Josef Djugashvili, called 
Stalin, dominated the Kremlin. 
Outwardly he, spoke of building 
“socialism in«one country.” He 
purged those who spoke of the 
permanent world revolution, 
while he dreamed and schemed 
world domination. 


The organization was built care- 
fully, Promising young Commu- 
nists from abroad were brought 
to Moscow for special training in 
a school of the NKVD, the secret 
police. 

Trained Staffs Used. 

Where the new Soviet Union 
Was recognized and had embas- 
sies, specially trained staffs were 
sent in for work apart from that 
performed by the ambassadors. 
In each embassy the NKVD had 
its representative. There were 
representatives of the military, 
the foreign trade commissariat, 
the political section, all reporting 
directly to Moscow headquarters. 

There was also the Comintern, 
with headquarters in Moscow, di- 
recting the activities of Commu- 
nist parties throughout the world. 


Wherever poSsible there was a 
trade mission with diplomatic 
status, making spy operations 
easy. 

The Communist party was the 
recruiting agent for the network 
which was to pour stolen secret 
information into the Kremlin. 
Party members and “sympathi- 
zers,’ a special category embrac- 
ing those who might aspire to 
party membership, were the prin- 
cipal operatives. Beyond them 
were the dupes, persuaded they 
were working for the good of 
mankind. 


The classic pattern was laid 
bare in Canada when Igor Gou- 


zenko, a code clerk and NKVD | 


school graduate working in Mos- 
cow’s embassy at Ottawa, reveal- 
ed to Canadian authorities the 
existence of a° widespread con- 
spiracy to funnel secret and vital 
information to Moscow. 


Police Called ‘Neighbors.’ 

Gouzenko’s defection disclosed 
that “the neighbors,” Russian 
code name for the secret police, 
began organizing spy operations 
with native or naturalized Cana- 
dians especially trained in Mos- 
cow for the task. 

With World War II rushing to 
its climax, this network, closely 


linked with similar organizations 
in the United States, England and 
elsewhere, was put to its greatest 
test. 

The operations resulted in such 
celebrated cases as those of Dr. 
Klaus Fuchs and Dr. Alan Nunn 
May, the British atom scientists 
turned traitor; Harry Gold and 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg and 
their spy activity in the United 
States; Ernst Hilding Andersson, 
Johan Fritiof Enbom and the spy 
network in Sweden; Communist 
leaders Fred Rose and Sam Carr 
and the others in the Canadian 
spy ring. 

American calculations are that 
the activities of these persons ad- 
vanced the Soviet Union’s atomic 
weapons program by at least 18 
months, possibly by much more, 
and placed in Soviet hands both 
exact calculations and educated 
guesses on the subject of atomic 
weapons progress here. 

Investigations in Canada and 
elsewhere indicate that Moscow, 
over the last 25 years, has built 
up a fantastic file system which 
contains information on every 
card-carrying .Communist in the 
United States, Britain and several 
other western countries. 

File Built By Comintern. 


This file was built up through 
the efforts of the Comintern— 
the Communist international 
which was abolished in name by 
Stalin in 1943—and probably is 
kept up to date through the ef- 
forts today of the Cominform and 
other liaisons between western 
Communist parties and Moscow. 
The information is used by Mos- 
cow as a check on any persons 
who might be employed as agents 
for spying or other special activi- 
ties. No person in any of these 
countries can do Soviet spy work 
without being cleared by Moscow 
itself.

Sometimes a sympathizer finds 
himself hopelessly entangled “in 
the net” of Soviet espionage. 
Sometimes such a person will try 
to wriggle out of the net, but the 
disillusioned do not always get 
away. 

The Canadian investigation un- 
covered one message from “the 
director” in Moscow to his em- 
bassy operatives in Canada, re- 
ferring to an agent who had be- 
come unreliable, It read: 

“I think it is better to get rid 
of him, or turn him over to the 
neighbors.” 

Soviet secret police ehief Lav- 
renty Beria and his “neighbors” 
lose a lot of spies to discovery 
and_ disillusionment.

The War Against Kinney 

State Senator Michael J. Kinney is, as politi- 
cal orators put it, a man who needs no introduc- 
tion. He has served in the Missouri Senate for 
40 years, and St. Louis cannot afford to lose his 
service, 

Yet now he is fighting for his political life. 
The Callanan-Shenker Democratic faction has 
ambitions of state-wide power. Kinney is a key 
to the Senate. So his career has been marked 
for destruction. 

Senator Kinney went to the Senate in 1913. 
He has been there ever since, or long enough 
to be thought of as the incarnation of the Senate. 
He has even been the Senate, conducting one- 
man technical sessions, walking from dais to 
floor and. back again. 

In these years this. small man, with gray hair 
curling at the ends and humor in his Irish eyes, 
has become a master parliamentarian, a veteran 
diplomat and a eeteetahed servant of the 
public. 

It was not always exactly so. Years back, and 
for 15 of them, Kinney was part of the mighty 
“Kinney-Casey-Brogan” oligarchy that ruled the 
Senate ruthlessly, too often served the infamous 
Pendergast machine, and celebrated with corned- 
beef and cabbage dinners on St. Patrick’s day. 
And when did Kinney begin to acquire his halo?

Apparently he got religion, politically speak- 
ing, when he broke with Casey in 1939, and sup- 
ported Gov. Stark’s bill to take the Kansas City 
police out of politics. This was the death blow 
to Pendergastism. As guideposts to Kinney’s ca- 
reer, he long kept photographs of both Pender- 
gast and Stark in his office, along. with three 
pictures and a bust of Napoleon. 

In 1941 Kinney affirmed his independence, He 
refused to go along with the Democrats in the 
notorious “governorship steal.” And since then 
Michael Kinney’s record has been largely en- 
viable, both in good bills which would not have 
passed without him, and bad bills which would 
have passed without him. 

The last legislative session is a good example. 
It was primarily Senator Kinney who used the 
art of compromise to drive a sound roads pro- 
gram through the Legislature, against a power- 
ful lobby.

Then the board announced plans t® «switch 
election clerks to a point where even the usually 
stoical Kinney cried out. Anti-Callanan Demo- 
crats charge the polls and districts both were 
being rigged.

(Doc) Lawler, is an obvious Callanan candidate.

Gen. Eisenhower said a few days ago that 
the Republicans should not attempt to turn the 
clock back, that they could clean the works 
without throwing them out.

Secretary “Acheson’s visits to Berlin and 
Vienna do not symbolize a new commitment of 
the West. They reaffirm and strengthen a 
commitment already made. The West will not 
be driven out of Berlin and Vienna by foree 
or by threats. That is the stand which a united 
West has taken before, and which is now re- 
stated in the plainest terms. 

If this message were meant only for the 
Russians, a personal visit to the beleagured 
capitals would have been unnecessary. But it is 
important that the people of both Germanys 
and of Austria also should know ,how firmly 
the Western alliance stands behind them.

; What happens in Austria will- probably 
depend upon what happens in Germany, and

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Taft’s Complaint Against the Press 

Senator Taft says that where he has lost 
support it is because of “the newspapers.” 
Explaining this, he says that if the newspapers 
had been “absolutely impartial” he would be 
sure of the nomination at this time. 

This remark says in effect that Senator Taft 
does not think the newspapers of the country 
are entitled to hold opinions as to the qualifica- 
tions of. candidates for the presidency. It also 
suggests that Mr. Republican does not know 
the difference between an effect and its cause. 

There was a time when Senator Taft was one 
of the most highly regarded members of the 
Senate. He was looked on asthe very essence 


of integrity. The usual thing to say was that 


you always knew where Taft of Ohio stood and 
that his positions were arrivéd at through 
thoughtful, sincere, honest deliberation. 

Since the outbreak of the Korean war Senator 
Taft has lowered. himself in the esteem of many 


people, including a large number of Republi- — 


cans, He knows that the thirty-eighth parallel 
was invaded from the North by the Communists. 
Yet he calls the defense o the U.N. sponsored 
Republic “Truman’s war.’ 

Mr. Taft knows that the blackguard tactics 
of the McCarthyites are unworthy of the son 
of William Howard Taft.

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“We Must Have Steel” 


When he ordered seizure of the steel industry 
early in April, President Truman said: 


As your President, I have to think about — 
the effects that a steel shutdown here would 
have ali over the world. 

I have to think about our soldiers in 
Korea, facing the Chinese Communists, and 
about our soldiers and allies in Europe, 
confronted by the ynilitary power massed 
behind the Iron Curtain. I have to think 
of the danger to our security if we are 
forced, for lack of steel, to cut down on our 
atomic energy program 
Explaining why he seized the industry instead 


of invoking the Taft-Hartley Act, Truman said: 


The overriding fact is that the Taft- 
Hartley procedure could not prevent a steel 
shutdown of at least a week or two. We 
must have steel... 

That was in Apri Presidential seizure kept 


the steel industry operating until the Supreme 
Court held his act invalid. Then the strike 
began. Then Congress declined to authorize 
seizure and both houses specifically requested 
the President to use the Taft-Hartley: procedure 
for an injunction. 

- The strike is now in its fifth week. It is now 
six days since the House joined the Senate in 
recommending use of the Taft-Hartley pro- 
cedure. And still no action comes from the 
White House. 

How is it that a President who dared not 
permit a steel strike of even “a week or two” 
in April today can stand by while a steel strike 
goes into its fifth week? 

. How is it that an emergency can be so severe 
as to warrant the extraordinary measure of 
seizure, but not so severe as to warrant the 
appointment of a fact-finding board and appli- 
cation for a limited injunction? 
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-Dreamboat for Whom? 

With her sleek hull and big red-white-and-blue 
stacks, her turbines throbbing With power, the 
new liner United States begins her maiden 
voyage Thursday. She is a proud ship. But 
the nation’s taxpayers, who paid more than 
half her cost, can claim no title to her. 

The ship cost $70,000,000 to build. The 
United States Lines, her owner, paid $28,000,000. 
The Government paid the rest, or $42,000,000, 
in subsidy. 

This situation forced President Truman to an 
unusual intervention against the wishes of a 
Cabinet member. The President ordered a 
Justice Department investigation to determine 
if the subsidy was excessive. 

Comptroller General Lindsay Warren thinks 
it was. Secretary of Commerce Sawyer, on the 
other hand, rejetted all protests. He accused 
Mr. Warren of “Monday-morning quarterback- 
ing,” though Warren first brought up the charge 
‘when the construction contract was let three 
years ago. 

Subsidies are required for the existence of 
the American merchant marine. But the mari- 
time laws allow a top subsidy of 50 per cent, 
while the United States Lines here got the 
world’s third largest vessel for 40 per cent of 
its cost. The extra federal payment is said to 
have gone for defense features so the liner can 
be converted to a troopship. 

These arguments need to be explored. The 
contract may be binding, but the questidn of 
whether the people got their money’s worth in 
the United States awaits an answer. Mr. Truman 
says he has been unable to find any information 
on this point. The investigation. which he 
ordered ought to cover the cost of all 53,000 
tons of the liner United: States. 
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Like Power, Like Water 
Union Electrie’s planned linkup with Kansas 
City Power and Light Co. ought to add voltage 
to thinking on St. Louis county’s water problem.

At sidewalk cafes along the Rue Catinat 
in Saigon white-ducked civilians and tired- 
eyed poilus sweat over beer at 60 cents 
a small bottle. In the bar on the top floor 
of the Majestic Hotel, a Scotch and soda 
costs $1.80, and‘ aloha-shirted American 
ECA officials practice schoolboy French on 
flashy half-breeds. 


But much of the running conversation 


is not about Saigon at all, but of another 
place—and a man. 


The place: the model province of Ben- 
tre, of which it is said: “There the people 
going to market laugh—nowhere else.” 

The man: Jean Leon LeRoy, colonel in 
the Viet Nam forces, major in the French 
Colonial Army, and governor of the “hap- 
py province” of 600,000 people. 

At his imposing yellow-plaster residence 
in the town of Bentre, capital of the prov- 
ince and some 40 miles southwest of 
Saigon, Colonel LeRoy hurries in, heading 
a small procession of servants bearing Du- 
bonnet, Scotch and soda, wines, and hors 
d’oeuvres. Retiring, disarmingly mild of 
manner, soft-voiced, and gesturing with 
most expressive hands, the colonel quietly 
says of his work: “That is something it is 
better for you to see and be told by 
others.” 

In the course of a casual round of the 
domain, a stringy peasant, knee-deep in 
muck and guiding a primitive harrow 
behind a water buffalo, waves to the 
colonel’s car. “What does it mean to that 
man to be told his country has been recog- 
nized by more than 30 others?” LeRoy 
asks. “What does it mean to him that the 
United States is supplying aid? Exactly 
nothing!. To one in his position it is 
mockery. Were the pyramids built from 
their peaks downward?” 


Happier Without Communism 


LeRoy is confident of his knowledge of 
the natives and their psychology. His 
axiom: “To save territories and peoples 
from Communism we must show the in- 
habitants that under our system they are 
happier than under the other. Assure 
them of that and they, the ultimate court, 
will rid themselves of Communism as the 
people here have...’ 

Now 36, LeRoy is the son of an old 


‘ French soldier who settled near Bentre 


and married a Vietnamese woman. A sec- 


‘ ond lieutenant in the French Army, young 


LeRoy slipped away when the Japanese 
arrived in 1941 and, with a handful of 
men, conducted his own guerrilla war 
against communications and outposts. Aft- 


‘oe Gees, 


er the war he married a French girl who 
serves in France’s WAC. LeRoy was train- 
ing guides and commandos against the 
Vietminh rebels when he heard that his 
mother had survived the war but was in 
need. He led a successful expedition into 
Red-infested Bentre to find her. Then he 
asked for and got an appointment as mili- 
tary governor for the area. He was so 
successful that when the French turned 
local control over to the Viet Nam author- 
ities, he was asked to remain. He began a 
succession of reforms: 


Tenant farmers’ rents were reduced 
from 50 or 60 per cent of their crops to 
20 per cent. 

Formerly the people had no voice. “Now 
we have our little local parliament, elected 
from and by the people.” 

Automobile road mileage was increased 
from 70 to more than 180. 

Irrigation and drainage ditches have in- 
creased the cultivated area from 173,000 
to 220,000 acres.

THE WILD WHEEL, A Garet Sane (Pantheon 

Books, Inc., New York, 220 pgs,. $2.75.) 

Within the period of one lifetime, Amer- 
icans have witnessed the beginning, and 
possibly the end, of an era of unrestricted 
economic growth. The story of this period 
of “Laissez Faire” has been brilliantly 
written by Garet Garrett, journalist, econo- 
mist, and novelist. Laissez Faire is his 
theme afd Henry Ford is his protagonist. 

“Laissez Faire” in economics implies 
that people may make what they choose 
without interference. Henry Ford made 
full use of the privilege. Without unionism 
in his shop, without governmental restric- 
tions and without high takes he proceeded 
to “build a motor car for the great multi- 
tude.” 

The end of the high flying era came in 
the great depression which brought the 
New Deal, the “rubber stamp Congress,” 
the NRA and General Hugh Johnrson’s 
Blue Eagle Codes. Captains of industry 
and finance virtually fell on their knees

“Henry 
Ford was its extreme and last pure event.” 

This is truly an objective story of Henry 
Ford. It explodes the Ford myth into many 
pieces which will be devotfred by millions 
of readers. Many will welcome the expo- 
sure of Ford’s true nature as thev have 
known it to. be, but there remain some 
who worshipped the man and wished to 
make him president of the United States. 
They will be disillusioned. 

Garet Garrett knew Ford intimately 
over many years and stored away volumi- 
nous notes and recollections of many dis- 
cussions with Ford and his associates.

UST before midnight Saturday my kid brother, name of 
George, got a better offer. He took it, leaving this world

I have not seen many people die, and none as close 
to me as was this quiet, abundantly witty fellow I had known 
for so much of my life—and had presumed would outlive 
me by Many years. 

George didn’t have much hair left when he finally tired 
of battling his cancer. The long hard pull had taken ‘so 
terribly much out of him in other ways, too. But I kept 
thinking of him as I remembered him on his second birthday— 
a July 2, by the way—when we lived in the Swamppoodle 
section of Washington and he had long yellow curls, On that 
birthday, I remembered, he was happy with an apple pie 
with two little American flags stuck in it.

MY BROTHER LAY THERE at the Washington Sani- 
tarium, a place as gentle as he himself was, and fought for his 
life with majestic determination. At times his pulse became im- 
perceptible and he barely breathed. And holding his hand, 
when his wonderful girl wasn’t, I thought of the hilarious and 
semi-violent tournament tennis we once had played in tle : 
stifling Washington heat. And I marveled at the hidden 
springs of strength in so shattered a vessel. And, by turn, 
I was proud—and wishful that his ordeal would end. 

George, whose staff sergeant rating during World War 
II made him the highest ranking military figure in the history 
of our passive clan, used to be a newspaper man himself. 
He had a real good light touch, and a future. But he said 
to hell with it and went into post office work. He had a 
firm belief that many of us who stay in the writing dodge 
do so only in the hope of being recognized by waiters. 

My brother lived as cleanly as anybody I ever met. His 
appetite for the fleshpots was all but nil. But one morning 
he woke up with a pain in the stomach. No warning. No 
alarm. No reason. Just a pain in the stomach. And in a 
few -swift and awful months it was to kill him as only cancer 
can kill,

I WRITE ABOUT MY BROTHER not only because my 
mind is filled with the memory of his inherent goodness but 
because I watched him play a fearsome role in the great 
tragedy of our time, the appalling incidence of cancer. I 
write, too, because of the mountains that were moved by 
the staff of Memorial Hospital ir New York. In vain, as it 
turned out. Yet what prodigious efforts: and ever-inching 
progress! 

Someday a man in a white coat will speed down the 
hall from Sloan-Kettering Institute or some such place in 
the world, and he will bear triumphantly in his hand that 
for which the world has searched since man became a thinking 
animal—a cure for this horrid thing that now attacks one in 


five. My brother and many others could not wait for him. © 


But he will come, this man, if we give him the tools with 
which to fashion this cure. There is alway: a heart-lifting, 
searching, praying chance that he has already taken his first 
step down the hall, and if the stricken can hang on a bit 
longer, well, maybe. ... 

My brother must have wondered that which all who 
suffered before him and suffer beyond him, must wonder: 
“Why me?” But I never heard him say it, and I never 
saw in his eyes the bitterness of “why not somebody else?” 

‘ George was frightened by the whole thing. Everybody 
must be. But he was resentful only of one man—a doctor 


at a veteran’s hospital who cruely told. him what he had: 


and ‘cynically outlined the futility of fighting it. My brother 
fought it. My brother fought it with fine courage.

Stuck Sashes. 

OR years and years now people 

have blamed double hung win- 

dow sashes for either sticking 
or being so difficult to move that 
it wasn’t worth the effort to 
either close or open them. 

Well sashes do get some strange 
ideas about not moving but a 
rather common cause of the trou- 
ble is not the sash but the pulley 
at the top of the window frame 
that the sash cord runs over, 

If this little pulley doesn’t move 
easily, it’s going to take work to 
move that sash no matter how 
loose it may be in the frame. 

‘Some pulleys don’t move be- 
cause. they are clogged up with 
paint. What you can do here is 
to take an eye dropper full of 
liquid paint remover and try to 
get the remover into the moving 
parts of the pulley. 

Sometimes this works and 
sometimes it doesn’t. In most 
cases it is easier to remove one 
of the strips of wood that holds 
the sash in place, remove the sash, 
unfasten the sash cord and take 
out the offending pulley. These 
pulleys are held in place with a 
couple of wood screws. 

You may find that the pulley is 
so badly crusted with paint or 
rust or so worn that a new one 
is in order. It may be, however, 
that with a little work the old one 
can be made to turn easily again. 
In any event, get a little pow- 
dered graphite into the moving 
parts to keep the pulley working 

easily and smoothly.

WHEN YOU PACK THE PICNIC BASKET. BE SURE TO CHECK THE 
FOODS, SEASONINGS AND SERVING DISHES THAT YOU WILL NEED. 


F OUR‘ luck holds out, we 

might hav> good Fourth of July 

week end weather. And we can 
carry out picnic plans to launch 
the outdoor meal season. 

Most of us love a picnic. Food 
seems to taste better when it’s 
eaten out of doors. We love the 
aroma of boiled coffee, although 
we scorn it for every day use. 
It’s fun to collect firewood, al- 
though it’s just as well to take a 
little kindling in the car’ since 
wood on the spot may be scarce 


-or damp. 


You must give the fire time 
enough to burn down to coals be- 
fore you put the grill over it. 
It should not be too close to the 
fire, and if the flames of our well- 
started fire burn too high, we can 
sprinkle them with a little water 
without injuring the coals. By 
the way, frozen chicken is a good 
choice if it is going to take sev- 
eral hours to reach the picnic 
spot. It will be thawing gently 
in the basket. If you’re planning 
to barbecue the chicken, it will 
save time to make the sauce at 
home. 

Speaking of baskets, it is a 
good idea to list all the things 
that will be needed, not forget- 
ting salt, pepper and sugar and 
including plenty of paper napkins 
as well as plates and cups, The 
new plastic covered plates that 
are grease and waterproof are 
especially satisfactory and come 
in a variety of colors and in both 
small and large sizes. Large pa- 
per cartons with covers are con- 
venient for transporting potato 
or macaroni salads. 

Even if you prefer china or 
pottery cups for coffee, paper 
cups should also be on hand for 


water and other cold drinks. The 
paper spoons and forks are con- 
venient for salad and dessert, but 
for hot meat, cutlery is prefera- 
ble. Just be sure to count the 
number of pieces you put into 
your basket and to make a re- 
count when repacking it. And 
don’t forget, a large sharp knife 
and a few serving spoons, when 
you are packing for the picnic. 

Here are good wishes for good 
weather and a good time on your 
Fourth of July picnic! 


Barbecue Sauce For Chicken. 

One 14-ounce bottle catsup, 
one-half cup lemon juice, one 
teaspoon sugar, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt, ground pepper, red 
pepper. 

Combine all ingredients in a 
bowl and mix well. Use sauce to 
baste chicken while broiling over 
the open fire. Serve remaining 
barbecue sauce with chicken. 
Yield: About two cups. 

Picnic Salad. 


Two cups cooked elbow maca- 
roni or three cups diced cooked 
potatoes, two tablespoons coarse- 
ly chopped scallions, three-fourth 
cup finely diced celery, one-half 
cup pickle relish, two tablespoons 
chopped pimiento, one tablespoon 
prepared mustard, one teaspoon 
celery seed, one-half teaspoon 
salt, mayonnaise or cooked dress- 
ing greens. 

Combine macaroni or potatoes 
with vegetables and seasonings, 
and blend lightly with fork, Fold 
in enough mayonnaise or salad 
dressing to moisten well. Pack 
in paper container. Wrap chilled 
greens in foil before packing and 
use as garnish when serving 
salad.

One convention of- 
ficial says the over-all TV staff 
will total 1325 persons. 

With the American, Columbia, 
National and Du Mont networks 
on the job, the telecasts will cover 
major portions of 34 states and 
television officials have estimated 
that 60,000,000 persons will see 
the conventions this year. 

The TV networks are moving 
61 cameras into Chicago for the 
conventions, plus more than a 
dozen movie cameras for their 
own use. One network alone will 
have four huge mobile trucks 


roaming the area to pick up 
“color,” or convention sidelights, 
wherever it may be. 

The TV nets have pooled their 
resources for coverage of the ac- 
tual convention sessions. Six cam- 
eras will be on the convention 
floor. Three of these will face 
the speakers’ platform and three 
others will be mounted behind 
the platform, facing the crowd. 


Each network can make up its 
own mind when and what it will 
televise, but both political parties 
have made. it clear that no im- 
portant speech can be interrupted 
for commercials, 


Nevertheless, just in case some 
politician takes over the floor for 
a ‘‘filibuster-type” speech while 
some important behind-the-scenes 
maneuvering is going on, TV will 
have some comic relief, such as 
Bob Hope and others, standing by. 

The cameras will start at 11:30 
a.m. St. Louis time with the open- 
ing of the morning sessions and 
carry on until mid-afternoon ad- 
journment. Then TV and the con- 


ventions will open up again at 
8:30 p.m., and from then on not 
even dawn is the limit. 


Convention officials of both 
parties are attempting to sched- 
ule the important speeches for 
the late evening, when TV audi- 
ences will be largest. 


A spokesman for the [Illinois 
Bell’ Telephone Co, has termed 
the conventions the ‘“talkingest” 
affairs ever scheduled. More than 
1100 telephones are being in- 
stalled in the International Aniphi- 
theater, in addition to the 100 
public telephones already in the 
building.

N opening no-trump bid 
A should be made only on a 

particular type of hand. The 
distribution should be balanced, 
i, e., the hand should not contain 
a void or a singleton suit. 

The term one hears so often, 
“ideal no-trump distribution,” is 
really something of a paradox; 
what it means, actually, is that 
with four. cards in one suit and 
three cards in each of the other 
suits, the distribution is so bad 
that a no-trump contract, with its 
lower trick-need for game, is to 
be preferred. Thus, the “flat” dis- 
tributions are “ideal” for no- 
trump only in the sense of being 
bad for suit bids. 

These, specifically, are the 
hand-patterns which best lend 
themselves to no-trump openings: 
4-3-3-3; 4-4-3-2; 5-3-3-2 if the five- 
card suit is a minor. 

Only high-card points ‘ace 4, 
king 3, queen 2, jack 1) are count- 
ed for a no-trump opening. The 
hand must contain 16 to 18 points 
—never less than 16, never more 
than 18. 

In addition to the above, a 
proper no-trump opening is based 
on stoppers in at least three suits, 
and if the hand has a doubleton 
suit, that suit should be headed 
by at least the queen.

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With neither side vulnerable, 
South opened with a highly opti- 
mistic two-heart bid. West over- 
called in spades, North raised 
hearts, and East raised spades. 
Then continuing on the optimistic 
note, North-South kept going all 
the way to the six-heart level. 

As it turned out, however, 
North-South had reason to be 
pleased with their own aggres- 
siveness! West led the king and 
ace of clubs. South ruffed, led 
the spade three to dummy’s jack 
and finessed successfully against 
the trump king. When he re- 
turned to the board via the spade 
ace and took another trump 
finesse, it was all over. 

Now observe how éasy it would 
have been for West to throw a 
monkeywrench into the enemy's 
machinery! All he had to do 
when South led the spade three 
was to put up the king. That plav 
couldn’t cost anything, and it 
might (and would) kill one entry 
to dummy.

éé Y husband and I are di- 
M vorced,” a mother ex- 
plained to us _ recently, 
“aud our boy Jim is living with 
me. His father has the right of 
seeing him every month, But Jim 
doesn’t like these visits, and every 
time after he has seen his father 
he is moody and grouchy and un- 
happy for several days: Do you 
suppose these visits are doing him 
any lasting harm which will show 
up when he is older? Do you 
think I should stop them?” 

This mother’s question brings 
up several interesting points, each 
of which ‘is deserving of detailed 
discussion. But we shall lump 
them all together.

FIRST, a practical answer to 
her question—if the father has the 
legal right to see his son, and in- 
sists on exercising it, of course 
there is little the mother can do 
beyond taking as calm and matter- 
of-fact an attitude toward the vis- 
its as possible, and then seeing 
to it that the other aspects of her 
son’s life are as satisfactory and 
gratifying as possible. From the 
basis of a healthy, happy home 
background a sturdy child can 
absorb and rise above occasional 
disturbing situations. This is a 


which will take time. 

This mother needs to be sure 
that her son’s attitude does hot 
arise from and does not reflect 
her own. A mother may feel she 
is being fair and friendly in what 
she says to her children about | 
the father who is no longer a 
member of the family—in fact. 
she may pride herself on her 
fairness and objectivity. But, re- 
gardless of what she says, if she | 


still feels any traces of bitterness 
and rancor, her children will 
usually sense this and will react 
accordingly.

SHE SHOULD BE SURE also 
that her child is not playing on 
her sympathy, and overdramatiz- 
ing his unhappiness about seeing 
his father. 

However, at certain ages and in 
certain types of children there 
commonly come. periods when 
they become extremely antago- 
nistiec toward the father who has 
gone away, regardless of how ex- 
pertly the mother is dealing with 
the situation. At such times, many 
fathers are willing (as a tempo- 
rary experiment) to lengthen the 
time between visits and not see 
the children quite as often. 

d lastly, if you are doing the 
best you can by your child, do 
not worry too much that present 
hurts will “show up later” as hav- 
ing done him lasting harm. If 
basically sturdy to start with, the 


average,child is extremely resist- 
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ant to permanent damage. The 
majority of adults, even no 
adays, do not turn up on th 
analyst’s couch because of damag- 
ing childhood -xperiences. A good 
majority of the population still 
goef through life reasonably well- 
adjusted despite what may have 
befallen them in childhood, 
Though difficult, meetings bé 
tween children and their fathers 
are the basis for a new relation- 
ship which usually pays off in the 
long run as the child grows older.
